Balletomane 


New York Notes: There were a 
few minutes before curtain time. 
The huge old-fashioned Metropoli- 


night for the al- 
most legendary 
Bolshoi ballet 
from Moscow. I 
sat there re- 
membering my- 
self as a shy 
young reporter 


one of the most vivid women the 
world of ballet ever knew, Anna 
Pavlova. 


She was old when I saw her. 
That is to say, she was old as 
ballerinas go. But seen on the 
stage she was grace and beauty 
almost beyond compare. Her body 
was disciplined and controlled to 
the point that even today the 
legend of her makes her perhaps 
the greatest of all time. She was 
a proud and somewhat astringent 
woman, irascible and difficult. 
Her feet, I remember, looked al- 
most deformed, so muscled and 
arched were they by countless 
hours of dancing on her points. 


Somehow she liked what I wrote 


and asked me to eat with her late | 


after the performance. We ate at 
the old Hermitage Hotel in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., where I, the young 
cub reporter, was just starting 
out. I have known a number of in- 
tense persons, but none so intense 
as she. There was a fire which 
burned in her at all times, a 
flame dedicated to perfection and 
to the aristocracy of the verities. 
Vivid Memory 

That dinner and that little wom- 
an have remained vivid through 
all the years that have passed. 
She died just a few years after 
that late dinner. And when I read 
the news of her passing I mourned 
as if an old and dear friend had 
gone on into that mysterious realm 


toward which we all, plodders and 
dancers, are journeying. 


From that time on I was a 
balletomane. 


They are a wondrous breed of 
people, the dancers, living a 
life that is almost monastic in 
its isolation. In time I came 
to know some of those who helped 
make the American ballet. Great- 
est of these, of course, was Alex- 
andra Danilova, who was one of 
the many trained in the Bolshoi 
school and who came to America 
in the years of revolution and 
trouble. 


One runs into dancers in odd 
places. In early 1945 in Calcutta, 
India, while the war still flamed 
in Europe and Asia, Brig. Gen. 
Robert Neyland, famous in civil 
life as coach of the University of 
Tennessee football team, took me 
to dinner at the Five Hundred 
Club. It was managed by a huge, 
bulky man who moved easily like 
a boxer, even though he had run 
to fat. His wife was a dancer 
and it turned out he, too, had 
been one of those in the old Rus- 
sian company many years before. 
When I mentioned I knew Dani- 
lova and frequently saw her dance, 
he went into such a rhapsodic 
eulogy of her beauty and grace 
that his young wife looked coldly 
upon him. At last, he said, “Oh, 
well, that was long ago and I am 
old and fat and this is India.” 
He wrote a note to her and it duti- 
fully was delivered a few months 
later. 


American Ballet 


American ballet grew out of the 
old Ballet Russe Company and 
the genius of George Balanchine, 
the choreographer. It developed 
its own techniques and began to 
reflect the culture in which it had 
its being. The Russians have no 
greater dancer than Maria Tall- 
chief, daughter of an Osage In- 
dian chief and an American 
mother. I remember her back- 
stage at ballets as a moody young 
girl. Her associates teased her, 
saying, “Heap big chief, making 
heap big medicine,” she went on 
to become a legend herself. 


Swan Lake was beautifully done. 
The Russians have opulent sets 
and their casts are large. They 
reacted, as all companies do, to 
the loud approval of the crowd. 
Dance critics here differ about 
the Bolshoi, although all agree it 
is a great institution. But the 
crowds which pack each perform- 
ance love it all. And ballerina 
Maya Plisetskaya’s fiery bril- 
liance somehow reminded me of 
Tallchief. But, for me it was also 


an evening of how 
I got to be a balletomane.

PARIS—The Western foreign) 
ministers agreed Wednesday on| 
a policy of secrecy and official’ 
optimism in their initial meeting 
here to find a common ground 
from which to confront the Rus- 
sians at Geneva May 11. 


The official explanation of the 
move was that it was desirable 
to deny the Soviet Union an ad- 
vance look at Western positions 
and disagreements. But with a 
minimum of 40 French, British, 
West German and U. S. represen- 
tatives backing up their ministers 
at the sessions, the secrecy rule 


seemed bound to have varying in- 
terpretations. 


The ministers met twice Wed- 
nesday at the French Foreign 
Ministry and directed a four- 
power group of experts to prepare 
new drafts of certain sections of 
the Western package plan on 
Germany for review by the minis- 
ters Thursday. 


Undecided was the question of 
whether, and when, to untie the 
package and offer various com- 
ponent parts—a Berlin settlement, 
security measures, gradual re- 
unification—to the Russians if, as 
appears likely, they refuse the 
package as a whole. Britain is on 
record as favoring the most flexi- 
ble approach, in a belief that the 
Kremlin really desires negotia- 
tion. France and West Germany 
do not share this optimistic view.

“I hope that even though the 
conference of foreign ministers 
may not reach precise or definite 
agreements on all points, the 
atmosphere of the meeting will 
be such as to lead on naturally 
to a summit,”” Macmillan said. 


Last November when Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev made his 
proposals for a peace treaty with 
East Germany and a new status 
for Berlin, the prime minister re- 
called, it looked as if he was lay- 
ing down an ultimatum threaten- 
ing the free life of West Berlin. 


Asserting that the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization could 
never accept this threat, he said 
the Soviet proposals were not in 
themselves any more acceptable 
now, “but the way in which they 
are being presented has certainly 
changed.” 


When he and Foreign Secretary 
Lloyd visited Moscow, Macmillan 
continued, they had talked these 
matters over with Khrushchev | 
and his colleagues. | 


“I was not trying at that time 
to negotiate a settlement but | 
was anxious to put forward the 
importance of negotiation; and I 
think that Mr. Khrushchev and 
his government have accepted 
this thesis,"” Macmillan said.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. (~The 
Chattanooga police department 
appears ‘‘helpless”’ in dealing with 
a “‘wave of crime,”’ the Hamilton 
County Grand Jury said Wednes- 
day. It recommended immedi- 
ate, exhaustive probe’ of police 
activities by the city commission. 


Shortly after the report was de- 
livered, Mayor P. R. Olgiati call- 
ed a special commission meeting 
and later announced that that body 
would comply. 


The grand jury report charged 
that the numbers racket “‘still 
flourishes’”’ and that “big-time op- 
erators of this racket appear to 
be immune from arrest and prose- 
cution.”” 


It expressed concern over what 
it called the multiplicity of re- 
curring saf ‘ 
burglaries, automobile thefts and 
robberies — “‘which, with few ex- 
ceptions, the police seem unable 
to solve.”

Calls on House

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Presi- 
dent Eisenhower said Wednesday 
he was “‘very much Pe 
in the Senate’s labor reform bill 
and voiced hope the House would 
s the measure to ef- 
fectively stamp out union “rack- 
eteering.” 


He told a news conference the 
Senate-passed measure failed to 
deal effectively with secondary 
boycotts and blackmail picketing. 
It also failed to clarify the so- 
called “‘no man’s land” in labor 
disputes where neither the federal 
government nor states now act, 
he said. 

Eisenhower said these were 
“very definite weaknesses” and 
he hoped the House would correct 
them. 

Other highlights of his first 
news conference in a month: 


—He brushed off as “‘unprofit- 
able” speculation that his three- 
day delay in naming Herter sec- 
retary of state after Dulles re- 
signed reflected reluctance to 
choose Herter. He decided even 
before it was definite that Dulles 
would have to quit that, in such 
an event, Herter would be the 
best possible successor. 


—Vice President Nixon might 
sit in for him at a summit con- 
ference if one is held this sum- 
mer and if, for some reason, he 
found it impossible to remain 
for the whole meeting. But no 
definite plans have been made 
and both men would not be at 
any such meeting at the same 
time. 

—He is “very concerned” about 
the situation in Iraq. The Com- 
munist intervention in that coun- 
try’s affairs ‘‘requires attention

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Uncle Zack Loves 
Kinfolk, Legislators 


Several times lately we have had oc- 
casion to comment upon the generosity 
of Uncle Zack Cravey to members of his 
family with taxpayers’ funds. 


We mentioned, for instance, that a 


good way to get through college was to_ 


get on Uncle Zack’s payroll, which hap- 
pened to his nephew while attending the 
University of Georgia Law School. This 
young man drew $250 a month of state 
funds while in pursuit of knowledge. 

Well known now, of course, is Uncle 
Zack’s kindness in the matter of a rather 
large investment by relatives in a firm 
which received a $530,000 loan from 
State Employes Retirement System funds. 
Participating were two sons, a brother- 
in-law and a son-in-law. 

But now the list of kindnesses is 
growing. Still another way to get a 
college education, it appears, is to have 
a brother who is in the State Legisla- 
ture. Observers who have wondered how 
Uncle Zack maintained such a hold over 
that body may have found part of the 
answer. 

Lloyd E. Sheffield, brother of Rep. 
John Sheffield, an assistant floor leader 
for the Griffin administration from Quit- 
man in Brooks County, drew $125 a 
month from Uncle Zack's payroll during 
the 1955, 1956 and 1957 school years. 
He was attending the University of 
Georgia during those years and received 
his degree in 1957. 

Lloyd E. Sheffield is supposed to 
have served as some sort of inspector 
during those years. At any rate, this $125 
in state funds must have come in pretty 
handy with those college expenses. 

We suggested to parents last week 
they take it up with Uncle Zack about 
going outside the list of kinfolks with 
state funds for their sons’ education. It 
would make it easier, it appears, if either 
mother or father first get themselves 
elected to the State Legislature. Uncle 
Zack is generous to legislators, too. He 
likes his many hats and, who knows, he 
might want to add to them, 


Soil Bank in Georgia 
Paid Doubtful Dividend 


Georgia’s high ranking in payments 
received under the federal government’s 
cooperative programs for agriculture is 
a somewhat dubious distinction so far as 
the over-all economy of the state is con- 
cerned. 

On the one hand, Georgia farmers 
are not to be blamed one whit for follow- 
ing the practices they did in collecting 
$48,413,000 last year, a sum exceeded 
only by payments made in Iowa, Mis- 
souri and Texas. 

It was good business from the stand- 
point of the state’s farmers to partici- 
pate to the extent they did. It was, in 
fact, about the only logical course to pur- 
sue in a large number of instances. 

But the disturbing factor from the 
viewpoint of the economy as a whole is 
that nearly all of the 48 million dollars 
came as soil bank payments. This meant 
that a large number of persons who 
usually share in the turnover of the farm 
dollar were bypassed. They include seed, 
implements, fertilizer and equipment 
dealers and a host of others. 

So there are many who are not ex- 
actly elated over the reaping of dollars 
from the unharvested soil bank, includ- 
ing a large number of farmers them- 
selves. What they want is a realistic 
program for agriculture. 

Exactly what the latter ultimately will 
involve is still a matter of speculation. 
But it’s a cinch that present policies and 
past experiments for the most part have 
been dismal flops.

Atmosphere of Gloom 


Dampens Paris Talks 


If one has a tendency to be on the 
pessimistic side, the outlook for the 
coming East-West talks looks gloomy 
indeed. 

Western foreign ministers started 
their talks yesterday preparatory to a 


meeting with the Soviet Union foreign ~ 


minister in an atmosphere far from hope- 
ful. In fact, say some observers, the 
Western team is now the most divided 
and weakest of any time in history of 
the cold war. 

In addition the West has given ground 
on many basic issues which could lead 
to a major victory for Russia’s deter- 
mined and implacable diplomacy. 

’ The West is without an authoritative 
leader following the illness of John Fos- 
ter Dulles. Chancéllor Adenauer is step- 
ping down. Except for their heads of 
government, the West’s representatives 
are comparatively weak and unknown 
and are receiving worldwide ridicule at 
pape of Moscow. NATO is divided 


wavering. 
_ Writing in the New York Times, C. L. 


Sulzberger, whose years in Russia en- 
title him to speak with authority, says: 

“Despite bromidic statements about 
harmony in viewpoint and a determi- 
nation to bargain toughly with the Krem- 
lin, the West has yielded in advance of 
East-West talks one position after an- 
other in the face of Soviet diplomacy.” 

Indications now, says Mr. Sulzberger, 
are that the West will accept an illusory 
compromise agreement on Berlin in ex- 
change for far greater concessions to 
Moscow in other fields. For a face- 
saving temporary gesture on Berlin, says 
Sulzberger, the West seems to be moving 
toward surrendering basic positions of 
years. These include: | 

De facto recognition of East Germany; 
our whole framework of disarmament 
and disengagement; and the question of 
German reunification. 

And in spite of these concessions, the 
West’s untenable position in Berlin will 
remain. Moscow can turn on the screws 
at any time there. 

There is great need for the West to 
present a united front without surren- 
dering basic positions. Considering the 
present cleavages, the prospect is not 
optimistic—a fact which Moscow knows 
all too well. Western disunity is the finest 
gift of all.

‘Soapy Tells Michigan 
‘Our Money’s Run Out 


The State of Michigan has worse fi- 
nancial troubles than does Georgia. In 
addition it has the problem of a Legis- 
lature controlled by Republicans while 
the governor is still Democrat G. Mennen 
Williams. 

In recent blasts Gov. Williams has 
accused the GOP-controlled legislative 
body of passing appropriations without 
providing any additional taxes to take 
care of them. He also cites built-in 
budget increases passed by the Legisla- 
ture which require new money every year 
beyond the state’s capacity under the 
present tax structure. 

In this neat bit of politics the Repub- 
licans hope, charges Gov. Williams, to 
embarrass him with the voters. 

It will be interesting to see what hap- 
pens. Gov. Williams, whose nickname 
“Soapy” isn’t meaningless, announced 
Tuesday that the state cannot meet its 
legislative payroll and that of other state 
officials until the legislators themselves 
do something about it. — 

At least Gov. Williams should be 
given credit for some originality. Faced 
with the same situation in which Con- 
gress votes more appropriations than 
taxes, the United States just prints more 
money to make up the difference. What 
we have as a result of that is known by 
the sinister term “inflation.” 

With their own payroll funds cut off, 
the Michigan Legislature is bound to 
come up with something. Perhaps they 
will learn, 
sooner or later, that the money they 
vote must come from. somewhere,

Chalker Hiring Method 
Was Really Something! 


Former State Parks Director Roy 
Chalker, who later became former chair- 
man of the State Highway Board, ap- 
parently had a peculiar criterion for hir- 
ing employes.

While Thigpen was being checked, 
though, he was receiving checks — the

WASHINGTON — A House sub- 


committee headed by Rep. Davis 
(D-Ga) declared Wednesday the 
nation’s defense effort is not 
making full use of scientific and 
engineering manpower in missile 
development. 


The subcommittee on Manpower 
Utilization blamed both the gov- 
ernment and industry for over- 
lapping efforts and wasting 
scientific and engineering talent. 


These charges were made in 
a prelinimary report on “Aspects 
of the Missile Program” in the 
Navy and the Air Force, released 
by the Davis panel. 


The subcommittee has spent 
several months studying the mis- 
sile programs, which it notes is 
one of the single largest items in 
the defense budget, accounting 
for at least 20 per cent of the 
1959 defense appropriation of 
$42 billion. 

Its report was critical of the 
Defense department's ‘multi ap- 
proach and parallelism” in de- 
veloping many different types of 
missiles. Procurement policies 
that have permitted “contracting 
out” of technical, project and 
management responsibilities also 
were criticized. 


“Net results accomplished to 
date could have been performed 
with less manpower under a 
_More coordinated and practical 
policy,”” the report said. 


“The government is competing 
with itself and with defense con- 
tractors for qualified employes. 


“Defense contractors are con» 
peting with the government and 
with themselves for qualified 
employes.”’

Erich Leinsdorf 
ADVISES BING 


Conductor 
A Camera

Erich Leinsdorf, who conducted 
the Met’s opening night “Don 
Giovanni’’ here Wednesday, was 
renewing a fleeting acquaintance 
with Atlanta audiences which 
he had begun 19 years ago. 


It was Leinsdorf who conducted 
a performance of ‘“‘Tannhauser’”’ 
for the Met’s abbreviated three- 
opera season here in 1940. The 
principals were Elizabeth Reth- 
berg and Lauritz Melchior. 


Two years earlier, Leinsdorf 
had made his debut on the Met 
podium in New York at the un- 
precedentedly early age of 25 in 
another Wagner work, “Die Wal- 
kuere.”’ A year later, he became 
the principal conductor of the 
Met’s German wing following the 
death of Artur Bodanzky. 


LEFT FOR CLEVELAND 


In 1943, he left to become the 
Cleveland Orchestra’s musical di- 
rector, and from 1947 to 1956 he 
was at the helm of the Rochester 
Philharmonic in New York. . 


Last year, Rudolf Bing created 
the post of music consultant for 
the Vienna-born conductor. His 
off-podium task is to decide on 
technical musical matters that 
continually pop up around the 
Met. 


ROLE EXPLAINED 


Leinsdorf explained it this way 
Wednesday: “If another conduc- 
tor comes to Bing and says he 
wants five trombones for an opera 
instead of the usual three, Bing 
turns to me and says, ‘Well, 
should he get them?’” He also 
helps decide what singer’s voice 
is suitable to which role in a 
given opera. He is, of course, a 
born diplomat. 


Between peeks at the score of 
an opera he will record in Vienna 
this summer, Leinsdorf spent 
Wednesday afternoon snapping 
pictures of his operatic confreres. 
He can relax now until Saturday 
afternoon’s performance of “Fled- | 
ermaus.”’

by a horse—he was actually kicked 
in the jaw in 195l1—had embar- 
rassed the Senate Republican 
leadership and angered many 
Democrats Tuesday night. During 
the evening some Democrats 
studied ways of negating the fa- 


vorable confirmation vote by an 
official show of no-confidence. 


Henry Luce, Mrs. Luce’s hus- 
band and editor-in-chief of Time, 
Life and Fortune, charged Tues- 
day that his wife had been the 
victim of a “vendetta” led by 
Morse. As a result, he said her 
usefulnes sin Brazil had been 
seriously damaged. He advised 
her to resign. 


President Eisenhower this morn- 
ing disagreed. As ambassador to 
Italy, he said, Mrs. Luce had done 
“brilliant” work in helping to ar- 
range the Trieste settlement of 
1954. 


Since her nomination as ambas- 
sador to Brazil, “‘there were at- 
tacks made upon her,”’ he con- 
tinued. “Then she made a re- 
mark.” 


Her comment about Morse, the 
President said, was not meant as 


a “‘disparagement of the Senate.’’: 


Mrs. Luce was “unquestionably 
in a sort of heated type of dis- 
position and temperament” when 
she made it, he said. 


“She said something that was 
prefectly human, even if she prob- 
ably have hoped it had never been 


published,” 


Though it had been “ill-ad- 
vised,”” he went on, “it was hu- 
man.”’ It had caused “no major 
impairment of her usefulness” in 
Brazil, he said. He had since 
checked with Brazil and found 
that she was still “‘welcome,” he 
concluded. 


Although the Luce-Morse row 
flared again in the Senate Wed- 
nesday, senators seeking ways 
to retaliate against Mrs. Luce 
had been quietly dissuaded by 
cooler heads, who were arguing 
that recrimination could only dam- 
age relations with Latin-Amer- 
ica. 

The question whether Mrs. Luce 
would now accept the mission to 
Brazil or follow her husband's 


advice to resign was apparently 
entirely up to her for decision. 


Actually, the renewal of hos- 
tilities with Morse Wednesday re- 
sulted largely from her request 
for Dirksen to develop the case 
further on the Senate floor. 


Dirksen concentrated on an ef- 
fort to turn sympathy toward Mrs. 
Luce by suggesting that Morse 
had sought to violate her con- 
fidential relationship with her doc- 
tor by inquiring whether she had 
been under psychiatric care.

Top quality bananas are rea- 
sonable in price.

The strawberry crop 
is slow arriving, but should be- 
gin strong within two weeks. 


Generally, meat prices are 
about the same as last week. 
Food shoppers will find that 


be one of the most economical 
food buys. The lowest prices in 
a number of years are now aj- 
pearing on eggs, including both 
large and medium sizes.

You have probably been ac- 
customed for some time to be- 
taller than the boys you 
know. All girls start to ma- 
ture and to grow physically 
earlier than boys. It has been 
found that girls usually begin 
sex changes at 11 and reach 
full womanhood at 13.5. Boys 
usually begin at 12 and reach 
full manhood at: 15.2 years. 


Girls reach almost full height 
at 14.5 years and usually grow 
less than an inch later. Boys 
reach this stage at about 16.5. 

Boys grow most rapidly 
around 13.8; girls, at 11.5 years. 


This shooting up on the one 
hand and lagging on the other 
does not bother the young girl 


taller than boys at this age. 
Moreover, most girls do not 
care one way or the other 
about boys, except as nuisances 
or playmates, until about the 
age of 13. From 13 to 18 are 
the hard years, hard for every- 
body, but so much harder for 
the tall girls as to seem at 
times almost impossiblé. 


All right, so you'll never be 
the belle of the ball. A cer- 
tain percentage, possible large, 
of boys will never dance with 
you. However, all social occa- 
sions are not dances, and not 
every average-sized girl is the 
belle of the ball, either. 
Chances are you'll never be 
very popular with boys, who at 
this age are just as self-con- 
scious as you are. (Mature 
men, you will find when you 
get older, are a different prop- 
osition altogether.) 


But look around. How many 
girls are popular? Usually one 
or two in every class or group, 
and the rest just go along, for 
the most part, being average in 
this respect, attracting a few 
rather than a lot. Outstanding 
popularity seems to be an at- 
tribute, a gift, or a talent, like 
an ear for music or a sense of 
humor. 


Not invariable, but very often, 
the girl who shows what horse- 
men call good early foot is not 
in the long run the winner of the 
race. Immature attractions are 
not always the lasting ones. A 
girl who is cute in the teens is 
apt to have the sort of looks 
that do not hold up in woman- 
hood. 


TIME USED BADLY 


Sometimes a very popular girl 
spends so much time on her 
clothes and dates and good 
times that she fails to put in 
enough time on other things, 
on the studies and drills that 
should supply her with raw ma- 
terial from: which to build a 
successful adult life. She will 
probably marry young and look 
back on her brief years of glory 
in the teens as the happiest of 
her life. 


This is not sour grapes. It 
has happened in instance after 
instance. Every high school or 
college reunion, bringing class- 
mates together again after 10, 
15 or 25 years, has its quota of 
“‘sleepers’’—women who were 
ugly ducklings in girlhood and 
have developed into beauties. 
Every such gathering has also 
its quota of the early belles 
who have never done or learned

It is hard to realize, when 
you are in your late teens, that 
this is not the way your life is 
always going to be. 


Still, we have to do the best 
we can at every stage along 
the way.

In no trump bidding the deter- 
mining factor is almost invaria- 
bly the quantity of high cards. 
Where 33 or 3 points are held, 
rarely will a balanced hand fail 
to produce a slam in no trump. 
But where a hand may be played 
at a suit there are times when 
12 tricks may be scored with a 
great deal less in honor cards. 


Strangely, even the upper 
strata ef players will miss lay- 
down slams where the hand must 
be played with a four-card suit 
as trump. Here is a case from 
a recent tournament where less 
than 20 per cent of the life mas- 


ters succeeded in reaching the 


best contract. 


The diagram sets forth the bid- 
ding sequence employed by the 
winners of the event. South 
opened with one club, the suit be- 
low the singleton. North tempo- 
rized with one diamond. After 
South’s rebid of one heart, North 
jumped to two no trump which 
is just as forcing as though that 
response had been made at once. 


South’s bid of three spades was 


a “free ride.” At no cost of bid- 
ding space he was able to de- 
scribe a three suit holding and 
yet permit partner to play at 
three no trump if he saw no 
greater future to the hand. 


It ‘now became clear to North 
that he had the perfect hand for 


partner. With 11 of his points he) 


solidified all three of partner's 
suits and the weakness in dia- 


monds which was a concern in| 


the beginning proved to be no 
hazard at all for South was 
marked with at most one card in 
that suit. He, therefore, aban- 
doned no trump in favor of a 
jump bid in clubs which made it 
easy for South to contract for 
slam. 


With the jack of diamonds lead, 
South was able to set up the dum- 
my by ruffing two diamonds in 
his hand and discarding the oth- 
er diamond and a spade on his 
long hearts.

Arcaro said he didn’t recall. ‘‘Naturally, I didn’t tear into him,”

Casey Hayes, an affable native of Brevard, N.C., who trains 
First Landing, joined the group, holding a rose in his hand. 
He had plucked it from the banquet table. Saturday afternoon, 
Casey hopes to have a roomful of roses. 


“Sure, I was pleased with First Landing’s race,”’ Hayes said 
when a fellow asked him about the Trial. “‘He ran just about the 
way I wanted him to. I know he didn’t win by any wide margin, 
but he never does. That’s the way the colt runs. 


“T think he’s ready for the Derby,’’ Hayes continued. “‘You know 
he lost a lot of weight the last few weeks in Florida, but he's gained 


it back. He’s never had any injuries .. . never had a bandage on

Growth Plan 
Sounds Okay 


Question: I am a 35-year-old 
family man, I recently inherit- 
ed some blue-chip common and 
preferred stock. I do not need 
the income from this stock now 
and I would like to start a pro- 
gram for increasing the value 
of my investments. 


Your discussion 
averaging gave me the follow- 
ing idea: I plan to pick the mu- 
tual fund with the best proven 
growth record; divide the value 
of the stock I hold by 60 and 
put that much into the fund’s 
shares monthly for five years. 
I would sell my present stock 
as I go along to meet the pay- 
ments on the fund’s shares. 
Sound all right? 


Answer: Sure it does—pro- 
viding that your stocks aren’t 
your only financial cushion; 
that you’re willing to sacrifice 
some safety; that you feel the 
common stocks you own won’t 
increase in value at the same 
rate as the mutual fund shares 
you buy; that you pick the 
right mutual fund, and, finally, 
that you stick to your plan. 


A combination of high-grade 
preferred and common stock is 
a nice thing to have in case of 
emergencies. 


As long as you are aiming at 
growth, the move out of the 
preferred stock (and maybe out 
of the common stock) into mu- 
tual fund shares makes sense. 
The way you are planning to 
make the change is wise. The 
only kicker is that the com- 
missions on selling the stock 
and buying the fund shares 
might run a bit high. Your big 
problem will be in picking the 
mutual fund that suits your 
purposes best.
